Dr.  Bartilson  reviewed  briefly  the  work  of  the  Council  for  the  past  year.  He 
stated  it  had  been  a busy  year  with  many  frustrations.  He  said  the  Council's 
chief  function  was  to  advise,  and  it  had  done  that.  Since  most  of  the 
material  considered  had  come  from  agencies  with  Employee  Councils,  he  urged 
the  representatives  of  the  agencies  without  Councils  to  encourage  the  organisa 
tion  of  Councils  in  their  agencies.  He  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the 
fine  support  and  the  friendliness  of  the  people  on  the^ Council. 

The  roster  of  the  new  Council  and  biographical  sketches  for  all  members  were 
distributed. 


The  election  of  officers  was  then  conducted.  Carlos  J,  Ortega  of  FAS  was 
elected  Chairmani  Arthur  L.  Mittell  of  GC  was  elected  Vice-Chairmani  and 
Kathryn  H.  Ond.reyka  of  SCS  was  elected  Secretary.  Dr.  Bartilson  then  turned 
the  meeting  over  to  Mr.  Ortega. 

The  question  \ias  raised  as  to  why  the  Council  considered  itself  limited  to  one 
hour  sessions  and  v;hy  it  should  be  necessary  to  vote  to  ext-end  the  time. 

Mr.  Hillenbrand  favored  the  Council's  remaining  in  session  until  the  business 
was  concluded.  Mr.  Henderson  indicated  that  he  would  look  into  the  origin  of 
this  practice  and  report  at  the  nex±  meeting  in  order  that  the  Council  might 
see  whether  the  oneMoin?  limitation  was  necessary. 

Mr.  Hurst  from  MS  asked  what  had  been  done  about  the  change  in  working  hours. 
Mr.  Henderson  said  it  was  still  in  the  liands  of  the  Budget  Bureau,  but  he 
would  check  to  see  if  he  could  obtain  any  information  that  Mr.  Hurst  could 
pass  on  to  the  MS  employees.  He  will  furnish  copies  of  correspondence  to  the 
Council  also.
